1 an reaftrtife)venited andframed this gron 
18 the minde, as ode pleaſure-and delight : as may well —5 
by that Epirure, of whome Ciceromaketh mention, in his bokeinti- 
tuled De natura Deorum, Wha lining at eaſe, and conceyuing a felicitie 
in the Garden, indruoured firſt ta piace and frame the ſame within the 
walls of Athens, whiche befoxe (as it ould ſeeme) lap open, and vn⸗ 
delended in the wyde fielde, and the culture of it not had in ſo much t⸗ 
ſtimation, as to place them nighe to theyz townes 02 houſes : Fox 
whiche cauſt, doth plinie ( by god realon tightly attributs,the inuen⸗ 
tion of the deletable Garden to him. Tt Garden plottes,whiche the 
Juncient Romapnes poſſeſſed (as Plinie repoztrth) were onely ſet a. 
boute with trets, hauing a dead inclolure, made onely of bulſhes, that 
needed repayzing tutty ytart: in whiche eſpecially were lowen the ted 
Onyons,Colewoztes,great Leckts, Creſſes, grtat Mallowes oz holy 
Dkes, Endiue, Rockct, and lundzy ſallate Herbes:Jn theſe they found 
ſuch a commoditie, as maruclouſly plceſtp them. ſeyng they by enioy⸗ 
ing the hearbes, needed no fire about the dzeffing + ptcparing of them, 
and ſpared a charge of fleſhe, beſides a daply p2ofite that thry gotte, 
by the herbes and wodde bꝛought to the Citic to be ſolve. The meaner 
ſo2te of that tyme ſo litle cared and eftccined the eating of fleſhe, (who 
in generall accompted it a kinde of repꝛoche, tobe knowen to haue eas 
ten fleſhe) that they tekuling this taunt, did (as to a ſhambles oz fleſhe 
market haunt dayly to the Garden. 

Columella repo2teth lib.1o.that the Juncient huſbandm? ſo flender- 
ly looked vnto (02 rather fozced of)Gardens, that they in furthering the 
groweth and yeclve ok theyꝛ fruytesand hearbes, beſtowed a ſmall tra⸗ 
uayle and diligente. Ind as they appeared negligent in their labours of 
the Garden, fo were they well pleaſed with a meane liuing, in fomuch 
that the common loꝛte fedde ano lined willingly on groffe and umple 
herbes. But after the age and people were refourmed , and bzought by 
the inſtrudtion of the Epicure, to a moꝛe delight of themſelues,in coue- 
ting to feede on daintie herbes and Sallates, with meates delefable, 
and taking an earneſter care fo2 the pleaſing of their mouthes, they la» 
boured then to become ſkilfull,and to vie a greater care about the oꝛde⸗ 
ring and apt dꝛeſſing of Garden plottts , by well fenfing and comely 
kurniſhyng ol their grounde, with _ needefullandveleifable trees, 


plantes, 
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The 0 Laby 
plantes,and herbes : in which trauaples.and 


the ſale obtayntd a vayly gayne and ytarely reuenew, foz the apde of 
theyꝛ houſbolde charges , but allured them alſoto place and frame gar. 
dens, afwell within Citties and Townes as faſte by, that a tolle be» 
ſtowed, might after poCclle the recreation and delight of mindes, be- 
ſides the pꝛoper gaynt made by the fruytes, flourcs, and herbes,gathe» -| 


red in them. The Garden plottes at length, grew ſo commorraniong 


the meaner ſozte, that the charge and the chitleſt care of the ſame, was 
committed vnto the Wyle, in lomuch that theſe accompted not the wife 
of the houſe, to be a huſewite in deede, if {hee beſtowed not a payne aud 
diligence as C-corepozteth in the weeding , trimming , and dzlliug 
of the Garden. But to be b2iefe, and leaning further to repozte of anti- 
quitie , I thinke it high tyme to declare the effeifs and commonitie of 
this wozke taken in hande, and firlt to intreate of the care, helpes, and

ningly, of huſbandzy in the Greeke tunge, certayne pterts befoze him: 
Laſtly by fight vnto deleftation, and iucunpitic thꝛough the fragrancie 
of ſmell: but moſt of all, that the ſame may furniſhe the owners, and 
huſbande mans table, with ſundzy'ſcemely anddayntiediſhes, to him 
of ſmall coſte. The Garden grounde it the ſame may be)onght rather 
to be placed neere hande , whereby the owner oz Gardener may with 
moze eaſe be partaker of ſuch commodities growing in the garden, and 
both oftner reſozte, and ble his diligence in the lame: So. that this is 
the whole care and duetie requyzed of euery owner and Gardener , in 
their plot of ground.

S to the nature and godneſfe ofa garden grounde, the eſpecialler 

that ought to be eſchewed,are a bitter, and laltt earth of taſte , lo 
be we meane to make a fertill,commodiouſe,+ well yetldyng ground: 
foꝛ theſe two natures of carth, were bery much millyked in Juncient 
tyme, as may appeare by the Cilfull Porte virgill, who ſayth that 
euery earth is not allowed oꝛ commended, foz the ycelde of garden 
herbts. Foz which cauſe,the myndt of tht auncient huſebande men is, 


that the Gardener by taking vp a tloddt of Earth, ſhould artly trie the 


godnelle of it after this maner: in conſidering whether the earth be ne⸗ 
ther whote and bart, noz leant by lande, lacking a mixture of perfite 
earth :noz the lame founde tobe wholly Chalke ; noznaughtie lande: 
noꝛ barrayne granell, noz of the glittering pouder oꝛ duſte of a leane 
ſtonit grounde, noꝛ the carth continuall moyſt, foz all theſe/be the ſpe⸗ 
ciall defaults ofa god and perfite rey. The beſt grounde foz a Gar⸗ 

| den, 
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den, is the ſame indged to be, whiche in the 3 ls neyther 
very dꝛie, noz cleyit, noz ſandit and roughe, noz endamaged with ga⸗ 
pings. pꝛocured by heate of the Sommer, as the wozthie Dil y mus, in 
bis Greeke inſtrufions of huſbandzy wziteth . Wherffoze the earth 
whiche in the Sommer tyme is wonte to be dꝛy, cyther'Þ 02 
loſeth al the ſeedes ſowen, and plantes (et in it, oz yteldeth thoſe thinne, 
and weake pꝛouing on the ground.

tlammineſſe and faſtneſſe . In whiche grounde, if a waterineſſe hall 
exceede, then ſhall you judge the ſame diſagreable and vnfruitefull: if 
dilloluing the earth with water, you ſhall finde the ſame very clammie 
oꝛ much cleauing to the hande and fingers, as it were waxe, this earth 
hall you accompte,as wholly vnpꝛofitable. plinie willeth, that a gar⸗ 
den plotte befoze all other matters done to it, be very well clenſey' of 
ſtones, and to theſe, that the earth pzoue not full of chappes, oꝛ but fem 
to be ſeene, leaſt the Sunne beames entering betweent, may ſo ſcoꝛteg 
and burne the trotts of the plantes. Foz whiche caule, the beſt and gen» 
fle oz woꝛthieſt earth halbe cholen, in whiche you minde to committe 
your ſetdes: oꝛ foꝛ the lame, that the Nourtt as a mother, may often 
agree to the kruyte, 07 yeclde to be an ayder and furtherer to it.

The garden grounde doth alſo require a ſweetneſſe 
to conliſt in it, whiche the Gardener ſhall eaſcly finde and knowe , by 
taſte of it:it lo be he take vp a clodde ofeatth in any parte of the ground 
which moſt miſliketh him, and moyſtening the clodde with fayze wa- 
ter in an earthen potſharde, doth afterithe dipping of the finger in this 
moyſt earth and water, let a dzoppe ſoftely fall on the tunge, be hall 
incontinent feele and perceyut (by teaſon of the taſte) of what condi⸗ 
tion the ſame is. Further, euery fatte earth beyng reaſonably loſe , is 
euerinozt commended and choſen , whiche of it ſelfe requiceth (mal la⸗ 
bout, and peeldeth the moſt increaſe . But wozſte of all others is that 


grounde, whiche ſhalbe bothe dzy and groſſe, leane and colde , Jn the 


kindes ofgrounde, the chalkie is to be refuſed: whichepzoperly the aun⸗ 
cients name, thecleyiſhe,and reddiſh earth . The wozthy varro com- 
mendeth the ſame grounde, whiche ok it lelke beyng gentle aud pliable, 
yreldeth pꝛoperly walwurtes. The ſame earth doth columella greatly 
allowe, which of the owne accoꝛde yeeldeth oz bzingeth fwzth wilding 
oz Crabbe trees, pong Spzings, the Slowe 02 Bulleſſe trees, Elme 
trees,and cach like. So that a battell ground, is on ſuche wile foundt 
and knowen: the rather of the creſcent things, ſeene in it ofthe owne 
accozvr : yet of neceſſitie may tuery grounde well agree , to be mixed 
and turned in with dunge . Florentinus vttereth an other triall of a 
fraitefullgrounde:if ſo be tbe Gardenerdiggeth bp a furrow,oof a fte 
and a halfe deepe , and filleth the ſame againe with the owne earth, 


which in ſhozt time after gaptth oꝛ choppeth,this no doubt,is a weake 


-andleane earth : But if the carth thus ozdzed, ſwelleth oz tetcheth out, 


then is it a ſure note, that the ſame is a battell and fatte grounde. Ind

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floures, as all maner rounde and deletkablt 55 with the ſweete and 
pleaſant ſmelling trees : as all tht kindts or the Roſes, the fweete Jas 
cemine, the Eglantine bzyar , the Myꝛtill tree , and all others of lyke 
ſozte , ſowed aud platited in due feaſpns of theyeare . But a Garden 
plot, onely ſcrutng foz the ve of potherbes and the kitchin; ought tipe⸗ 
cially to be a battell ground, ſufficient moyſt ofit ſelfe,and well turned 
inoz wozkemanly labourtd with dung. Garden plottes ought to be 
placed, farre from Barnts, Hay loſtes, and Stables, if the ſame polli⸗ 
bly may be refuſed,oz otherwilt choſen fo2 the turne : in that the chaffe 
oz duſte of ſtrawes (as tnimie to them) the plantes hardly broke and 
ſuffer:in ſomuch that the very ſtrawts blow? abꝛoade with the winde, 
and falling on hearbes, do greatly annoy and harme them: as the ſin⸗ 
gular Florentinus in his Greeke instructions of Huſbandzy Ckilfully 
vttereth. Foz theſe, ſayth he, by cleauing to the plantes, in the fallyng, 
pearſe the leaues, which once pearced,are incontinent burned by them. 
All Gardens aſwell pzoſper by the dunging with rwtes, as with the 
p2oper dunge allowable : yet dungyng the Garden earth, with the 
bzanches and leaues of trees , is of the Ckilfull Gardeners very much 
difalowed, as vnpzofitable and noydule to hearbes. 

As to the well ſtanding of a Garden behoneth:the apteſt and molke 
landablt placing of a Garden plot ſhalbe, if the playne groundt lying 
ſomtwhat a ſlope, al haue a courſe of ſpzing water running thzough 
by ſeueral partes, But this courſe of water,running thzough the Gar⸗ 
den plot, may in no wiſe be bigge . And the ſmalneſſe of the labouring 
and dzefſing of a Garden grounde, is moꝛe of ptelde, than the largc= 
neſſe ok it, not laboꝛed in a maner at all. 

It behoucth to haue a well in a Garden ,onlefſe ſome running 
water as eyther ditche 02 (mall rpuer, be neere adiopning: koꝛ that 
afweete water ſpzinckled on ybng Plantes, and Hearbcs, giucth a 
ſpeclall noutichment. Ik a well ber lacking in the Garden, then 
digge a derpe pitte, in tome conuenient place of the Garden : although 
it may be a painefull labour fo the Gardener , to dzawe water out of 
the ſame.

And although this dung laſt. ber weaker than the others, pet may tye 
ſame be pzofitable;as the ſellelamt varro witneſſtth out of the Greeke 
inſtructions ol huſbandzie. A tomturndation next is attributed to the 
Aſſes dung in that tut ſamt braſt fox his leylurtly eating} digeſteth ta⸗ 
lier, and cauſeth tit bitter dung; whith biſtuwed in the earth, foz that 
the lame is moſt fertill by nature; bzingeth oꝛ yteldttb foꝛth leaſt ſloꝛt 
of weedes, aud pꝛoliteth verie much all plantes and hearbts: ta this 
cauſeth the moſt ſweete and pleaſanteſt herbes and totes. The third in 
platt is the Goatts dung, bing moſt ſowze, which tuſueth the ſheepes 
dang; yet fatter. Ifterthis,both'the Dre and Com dung:nert the whe 
nes dung, wozthier than tt Orten oꝛ Rien, but greatly diſallowed of 
Columella,for the mightit hoteneſſe,in that the ſame burncth the ſeedes 
immediately, beſtowed in the tarth. Tyt viltſt and wozſt of all dungs 
after the opinion of the Greeke waiters of huſbandꝛit, is the boꝛſts and 
moiles:if either of theſe be beſtowed alone in carth, yet with the ſower 
dungs mixed, either wil pzofitably be abated oz qualified. But the ſame 
eſpecially is to be lerned and obſerued ofenery Gardener and huſband» 
man, that they fatten not the earth, if it be poſſible, with dung of one 
prares,foz the ſame, beſides p it is ol no vtilitie,it ingendꝛttb allo many 
—— woꝛmts. and kindes ol vermin, But of the contrarie minde is 
columella, who willeth the earth to be fatned to dung which hath l 
rer nt * W FR — 
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dthis dung tobee ſtrawed the 
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werdts, and poſſeſſeth as yet a ſufficient ſtrength fox the turnt. But 
bow elder the ſame bt, lo much the lelſe pꝛolitablt, in that it leſſer auay⸗ 
leth : yet the neweſt dung ( layth he) will well agree foz\Medowes 02 
the fielos,in that the ſame pzocureth themoze yeelde ofgraſſe,being bc» 
ſtowed in the Wonefh'of Febzuarie, oz Marche, incolder countreys, 
and the Mone increaſing ol light. The mud alſoof a running water. 
as the ditch oꝛ rtuer, may be employed in the ſtead ol dung. The dung 
beſides of thzeepearcs is eſteemed very gd, fox that in thr longer time 
lying, whatſoever this ſhall haue of the cuill qualitie, and ſtinking ſa» 
usz, the ſamt by that time vapozed fozth:4 if any hard matter 'conſilted 
in the ſame, the age thzoughly reſolued it. Howſocuer it (Mall happen, 
that the earth be, the Toꝛthielt dung of all, loꝛ floures 2 Kitrhin herbcs 
is the veriethinne ches repoꝛted to be, which innature is hote. Foz 
this kinde of dung epther-killeth! 02 dꝛiutth away toe Garden Flcas, 
the wozmes, the catiker wozmes, founde commonly on Coli woꝛtes, 
Dnailes and all other creeping things waſting the ſtemmes ol plants, 
and herbes, The dung which men make (if the ſame be not mired with 
the rubbiſh oz duſt fweptout of the houſe)is greatly miſlyktd, foz that 
by naturt it is hoter,and burneth the ſetdes ſownt in that earth:ſo that 
this is nat to bee vſed, vnleſſe the ground be a barrenygranclly 02 virie 
louſe land, lacking ſtrength in it, which being on ſueht wile;requyzeth 
the moze helpe ok nouriſhment and katning, thzough this kindt of 
dung: pet fox lacke of the fozeſayde dungs, the others may bet put in 
vle: ſo that the le with the Spade be often chaunged and deſperſed in the 
ground. ett you may not foꝛgtt, that a watrit Garden plot requyzeth 
the moꝛt plentie of dung, but a dꝛit tarth needeth the leſſer dunging:

fuſeth no condition of ayze, foz whiche cauſe it may bee committed to 
the Earth in any time of the yeare. This plant deſireth a fat Earthe, 
and wel turned in with dung, but the Cle xit, graucllie, oꝛ Sandie thys 
refuſeth, except a floud of raine water ſhall now and then healpe. |

It the owner would poſleſſe fruits timely and very 2 
turn alter the inſt ruction of the Gretkt wziters ol huſbandzy,beſfowi 
earthen pannts oz olde baſkets without bottomes, fine ſifted tartht 
termedled with dung, about the beginning of the Bang n which the 
Seedes ſette,ſpzinkle and moiſten (yndzy times with water: after this,

ted 02 coꝛrupted within. The Gourds determined to bee kepte toz ſecede, 
ought after the mindt 07AKutilizs the Neapolitane to hang ſtil on their 
Vine, vnto the Winter time, and cutte oz bzoken from the ſame, to bee 
dꝛzied eyther in the Dunne oz in the ſmoke? foz the Stedes otherwiſe 
are pꝛont to putrifye, and not after pzofitable to any vſe, The Gourdes 
and Cucumbers will endure, and be kepte a long tyme eficthe and faire 
to the eye, if they be hyd # couered wyth white wine lyes, not oucr egre 
oꝛ ſowꝛe, in the hangyng down in pipes oz hogs ſwrads. They bein like 
maner defended and pꝛeltrued by beſtowing them in a pickle oz bꝛint. 
But they will a long time continue freſhe.and faire (as the woꝛthy in- 
ſtructers of hulbandzy repoꝛte) if ſo bee they bang lo highe wythin the 
beſſcls, that they be nothyng neare to the Mineger. And the veſſells 
appointed foz the only purpoſe, (all diligratly be pitched ouer # round 
about, leaſt the ſpiritts of the Uineger in the mcane time bzeath fozth, 
whiche by nature otherwiſe is penetrable, thozough the thinneffe of 
partes. The Cucumbers maye in like manet bee kepte foz a long tyme

Thus by theſe pzairiſcs,may the owner enjoy faire Cucumber and 
Gourdes all the Winter to vſe, whyche ifthe Gardner will, ſhall hee 
alſo pzeſerve along time; if whyle the fruites be tender, bee cuttt them 
off, and ſcalde them in hot water, and after layt them abzoade all the 
niglt to cole, and beſtowe them on the mozrowe into a ſharpe pickle

marueians well endure, vntill the newe be come. 

In this place commeth to minde,and that very aptly,the ſame whi⸗ 
the Atheneus boſted,as touching his ſtrange feaſt that he pzepared foz 
his friends, andeſpeciallye in that he ſerued them with greene Gourdes 
for a dainty difhe, in the moneth ol January, which ſo pleaſauntly ſa» 
uoured and tate, as if they had bin new gathered, in a manner;Which 
like, by ſtudy and diligence ok the gardnerg that exerciſed this arte,they 
ſuppoſed them to be pzeſertied,

The fruites ofthe Gourdes, Melons, Pompons, and Cucumberg, | 
may be cauſed to loſe and purge, like to many others; ik the ſeedes bee 
ſtitped foꝛ a nighte and a day in the licoure made wyth Raberbe,A ga⸗ 
ricke, Twbith,Sene, Colocynthis, Scamonie, 02 other ſimple purgyng 
medicines, and thoſe after the beſtowing in the Earth, watered foz fine 
dayes togither, and fiue times euery dap. hen the Gourde is felte vn⸗ 
pleaſaunte, the fruites by the ſlieping, may after reccyue what ſanoure 
and taſte the owner will, ik the ſeedes befoze they bee comm. tted to the 
tarth, be infuſed foz a time in any pleaſaunteliconre, whether the lame 
be pamaſke oꝛ muſke water, foz the plantes ſhotyng vp of theſe, will 
yeelde fruitt ok like ſauour, aſwell being lodden as rawe, after the con - 
dition of the Cucumber, 

The like altogither may be w2oughte 02 cauſed without any arte, if 
whiles the fruitc is a ſeething, you beſtowe in thelicoure what taſte, 
coloure, 02 ſauoure you deſire to haue. Foz the Gourde and Cucum⸗ 
ber are of ſuche a kinde, that they be voide of any qualitie . 

T ye tinde of the fruite of the Gourde growen to fullripencſſe, be 
commeth ſo harde as wode, 

The Gourd planted in the achts of mans bones, and watered wyth 
oyle, yceldeth fruite by the ninth day, as the auntient Hermes affirmeth. | 
WWhiche man, foz that he teacheth vaine matters, foz the ſame cauſe he 
giueth me occaſion to credite him weakely. Pet experience doeth many 
times cauſe the vncertaine to pzoue certayne, 
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The phiſicke benefits and helps of the Gourde. 


T He fruite of the Gonrde,is of a colde and moiſte tempcrament, and 
the ſcedes eſpecially vled in medicine, That woꝛthy pbilltion Cri- 
fippus with the Grekes, condemned 07 rather viterly fozbad the Gourds 
in meate, as vnp2ofitable foz their coldnciſe to the ſtomacke. 

That ſkilfull man Dipbilus contrarie affirmeth, that the Gourdes 
boylcd in water and vineger, do ſtrengthen the ſſomacke. 

The learned Galen wziteth,that the Gourde in no manner maye bet 

taten rawe, in that the ſame is vnplcaſaunte to tatt, but cither lodden 
rolted,oz krytd in a panne, is well commended. 
The Greeke wꝛiters of huſbaudzy doe tepozt, that the Gourd doth 
loſe the belly, and that the Juice of the fame dꝛopped into the gricutd 
tarts, cauled of heate, they affirme to pꝛolit, vnto whyche vſe of it ſelf, 
and with the ople of Roſes dzopped warme into the earcs. 

The out warde rinde pared away, and the mcate with the. kernels, 
ndt kully tipe, heated oꝛ parboyled in water, and after [2ed ſmall like 
to the Cabbedge,and boyled with butter, Onions , and a quantitie of 
Salte.
